3 
of Eli the Pricſt : Sephora was the daughter of Jethro, xx04, 18, 1 
who was the Prieſt of Midian. Saint John the Baptift, Luke, 1 ver: 
(chat holy precurſer of our Lord Ieſus,) was a prieſts % 92 13. 
ſonne, cuen the ſonne of Zacharias. Y ca, the marri- 
age of Prieſtes was then ſo decre in Gods ſight, that 
the High-prieſt was forbidden to marry ;not ſimply 
and abſolutely,but ro marry a VV iddow,a divorced, Levit. 21. 
or polluted woman : and hec was charged to take a © 13+ 14+ 
Maid of his owne people. In the New Teſtament, 
no prohibition can be found, as which is conſonant 


to the Old ; pronouncing Marriage honorableinall, jy, ;;, v. 4 


and a bedde vndehiled. 
Marriage (asthe Apoſtle teacheth vs,) was orday. 1, Cor, 7. 

ned tor a remedy againſt fornication, tobe vſed of all 
ſuch, as find themſclues gricucd with that difcaſc ; & 
conſequently,fecing that diſcale is as well incident to 
perſons Eccleſiaſticall, as to perſons ſecular , and of- 
rentimes more, the Medicine is as neceſſary and as 
lawtull for the one ſort, as it is for the other.

Hee yeelded this reaſon , be- 
cauſc marriage is ſo honourable 1n all forts of men, 
Thus writeth Caſs:odorws, thus writeth Socrates,thus 
writeth Sozomenss. For this reipe@ was it, that the 
Biſhops, Prieſtes, and Deacons of the Eaſt- Church, 
would neuer admit or receive the Canons of the 
Weſt and Romilſh Church. For this reſpe& was it 
that Prieſtes were cuer maried in the Eaſt Churches, 
vari] theſe our dayes; and inthe Weſt Church ge. 
nerally, for the ſpace of three hundred, eightic , and' 
hue yecres : at which time Pope Siritius excited by 
ſatan, prohibited Pricſtes marriage as an ynlawfull 
thing. | 

Yea, Pricſtes continued ſtill marricd in Germanie, 
for the ſpace of 1074. yeeres, vnrill the dayes of the 
vngracious Pope Hildebrand; who termed himſclte 
Gregorte the ſcauecnth, ſo: ſoone as hee had crept into 
the Popedome by naughty meanes. For this reſpe&t 
was it, that the famous Popiſh Cardinall Panormita- 
us, committed to print to the view of the vvhole 
World, that Pricſtes marriage , was neither of the 
fubſtance of their Order, nor forbidden by Gods 
Lawe, and that therefore it were for the ſaluation of 
foules, chat all ſuch as would might marry, Hee ad- 
derh the reaſon; Becauſe experience (iaith hee) tea- 
cheth vs, that the Prieſts debarred tro marriage, liuc 
not ſpiritually, but axe polluced in vnlawfull copula- 
tion, though they might liue chaſtly with their owne 
w1ucs. 

For this reſpe& was it, that ihe great Pavilt Poly- 
ors, could not containe himſelte, bur pittifully ex- 

claiume

claime againſt the wicked prohibition of Prieſts ma- 
riage ; affirming ſtoutly andreſolutely, that the com. 
pelled chaſtitic of vamatried Pricſtes, was (o far from 
excelling chaſtitic in wedlocke, as no crime whatſoc- 
uer hath bronght greater ſhane to Prieſthood, more 
harme to Religion, or more riefe to all good men, 
then the vachaſt life ot Prieſts. For this reſpe& was 
it, that Pope Pius the ſecond of that name, (who be- 
forc his Popedome was named Ayeus Syluius, a very 
learned man, & famous Writer, after he had repro- 
ued many vices in the Romiſh Church , concluded 
very grauely ; that though there had becne great rea- 
ſon to debatre Pricſtes from marriage, yet was there 
greater reaſon to reſtore marriage againe vnto them.
